vestigative reports, summaries and 
r ecommen dations . " 


Mr. Gleeson said the "administra- 
tive record” will be offered in evi- 
dence at a hearing before Federal 
Judge J. Gullen Ganey next Thurs- 
day, but added that the investiga^ 
tive reports, summaries and recom 
mendations will be kept secret, be 
cause they "contain certain confi 
dential Information which might aio 
the enemy."
